DEBATE  ON  POINT 
WILL  COME  LATER 


Nation's  Outlay  Shows  Reduction,  But   Is  Still 

Heavy — Burden  of  Debt  Enormous — Changes 

in  Taxation  Are  Outlined— Excess 

Profits  Levy  Is  Lowered 


LONDON,  April  30.— The  exigencies  of  business 
limited  tonight's  debate  on  the  budget  in  the  House  of 
Commons.'  The  chief  critic  was  William  Adamson,  the 
Opposition  leader,  who  characterized  the  budget  as  ex- 
tremely disappointing,  and  strongly  criticized  fresh  bor- 
rowings, reduction  of  the  excess  profits  tax  and  the  intro- 
duction of  colonial  preference,  which  he  regarded  as  the 
thin  edge  of  the  Protection  wedge. 

It  was  expected  that  the  Opposition  Liberals  might 
challenge  a  division  on  the  question  of  colonial  preference, 
and  when  Chancellor  Chamberlain  appealed  to  the  House 
to  adopt  the  resolutions  necessary  to  put  the  new  proposals 
into  force,  Sir  Donald  Maclean,  the  Liberal  leader,  declared 
that  the  Liberals  were  opposed  root  and  branch  to  the 
principle  of  preference,  and  did  not  desire  to  prejudice  their 
position  in  the  debate. 

Thereupon  Mr.  Chamberlain  gave  assurance  that  there 
would  be  ample  opportunity  later  on  to  challenge  the  pre- 
ference policy,  and  the  House  adopted  the  resolutions  with- 
out division.    . 

•  Mr.  Chamberlain  said  that  of  the  total  expenditures  for 
1918-1919,  34.4  per  cent,  had  been  provided  from  revenue 
and  the  rest  by  borrowing.  The  British  record  in  this  re- 
spect during  the  last  five  years,  he  said,  was  one  which  no 
other  belligerent  would  equal. 

The  expenditures  for  the  current  year,  he  added,  had 
been  estimated  at  £1,434,019,000. 

The  Chancellor  estimated  the  revenues  in  the  current 
year  would  be  3tl, 159,650,000,  wifHoiit  new  taxation,  or 
^270,000,000  more  than  last  year's  revenue.  The  national 
debt  on  March  31  was  £7,435,000,000,  compared  with  the 
estimate  of  a  year  ago  of  £7,840,000,000  and  £640,000,000 
at  the  outbreak  of  the  war

The  Chancellor  stated  that  from 
ApMl  1,  1918,  to.  November  10,  the 
dally  expenditures  had  been  £7,443.- 
0*0.  and  since  the  latter  date  £6.476,- 
000.  The  reduction,  he  said,  would 
have"  *  been  greater  but  for  the  ex- 
penditure In  conectlon  with  demobil- 
ization, thi  payment  of  £62,000.000 
for  gratultts  and  £18,000,000  for  un- 
employment allowances.  The  nation- 
al assets,  Mr.  Chamberlain  announced. 
Included  £1,7«*,000,000  due  from  the 
Allies  and  the  Dominions.  Russia 
alone,  he  fceid.  owed  £538.000,000. 
Other  assets  were  indemnities  due 
from  enemy  states. 

The  Chancellor  said  the  Bxcrequer 
Issues  last  year  were  less  than  had 
been  estimated'  by  £388,000.000.  The 
estimated  dally  expenditure  had  been 
£8,148,000  and  the  actual  expenditure 
£7,067.000. 

Of  the  actual  debt  incurred,  -the  in- 
ternal debt  accounted  for-  approxi- 
mately £6,085,000,000  and  the  exter- 
nal  debt  wae  £1.130.000,000. 

Currency  notes,  which  last  year 
stood  at  £828,000.000,  said  M*r.  Cham- 
berlain, have  risen  to  £840,006,000.  • 
The  Chancellor  declared  that  the 
expansion  of  'he  floating  debt  could 
not  be  allowed  to  continue  indefinite- 
ly. There  had  been  no  forced  Issue  of 
currency  .notes;  the  Inflation  of  cur- 
rency was  a  world-wide  phenomenon!

Mr.  Chamberlain  said  the  expendi- 
tures during  the  coming  year  would 
be  Increased  by  an  ever  lap  of  war 
charges,  and  thai  neither  sld?  of  the 
balance  sheet  wou'd  give  a  true  Idea 
of  the  post-war  financial  situation. 

"In  dealing  with  the  future  1  hove 
to  Imagine  ch*.  time  when  w>  shall 
have  returned  to  something  like  nor- 
mal, and  estimate  the  revenue  of  the' 
future  normal  ycr.r  on  the  existing 
basis  of  taxation  at  £662,000,000,"  the 
Chancellor  declared. 

Mr.  Chamberlain  estimated  the  ex- 
penditures of  a  normal  year  at  £766,- 
000.000.  saying:  "It  is  anticipated 
that  the  deficit  from  a  normal  year, 
therefore  will  be  £114,000,000,  and  I 
propose  this  year's  budget  with  such 
a  deficit  In  view." 

Of  the  amounts  due  the  Govern- 
ment, he  continued,  £171,000,000  were 
ownd  by  the  Dominions.  £484.000.- 
000;  by  France,  £412,680.000;  by

Set-Off  With  Canada. 
"In  accordance  With  a  proposal  out- 
lined by  a  predecessor,  a  set-off  has 
been  effected  between  the  Canadian 
and  British  Governments  in  respect 
to  our  liability  to  them  and  their  ster- 
ling obligations  to  this  country.  It 
has  reduced  the  debt  of  this  country 
to  Canada  by  the  sum  of  £80.650,000. 
I  am  not  without  hope  that  we  might 
be  able  to  carry  through  a  similar 
loan  in  the  coming  year." 

The  Chancellor  said  he  proposed  to 
carry  out  the  decisions  of  the  Im- 
perial War  Cabinet  and  the  confer- 
ence on  Imperial  preference.  The  re- 
ductions from  this  would  be  a  suh- 
|  stantial  amount,  with  the  rates  few 
and  simple.  Preference  on  com- 
modities to  be  consumed  would  be  a 
sixth  .of  the  duties,  and  on  articles 
like  clocks,  watches  and  musical  in- 
struments It  would  be  one-third.  This 
preference  agreement,  he  continued, 
will  particularly  affect  tea,  cocoa  and 
rum.  A  committee  will  be  appointed 
to  consider  the  rates  on  food  com- 
modities, motion  picture  films'  and  a 
number  of  other  articles.

TORONTO,  April  30.  —  A  situation 
which  is  being  fraught  with  danger  to 
the  industrial  life  of  Toronto  has  been 
precipitated  In  the  city  with  the  strike 
which  went  into*  effect  tonight,  affect- 
ing 6,000  workers  and  225  factories  of 
the  metal  trades  Industry.  The  mould- 
ers' and  bollermakers'  unions  met  to- 
day and  ratified  the  decision  of  the 
metal  trades  council  to  call  the  strike. 
The  feeling,  of  unrest  in  labor  circles 
found  vent  at  a  meeting  of  union  car- 
penters tonight,  when  an  official  of  the 
metal  trades  council  addressed  them. 
There  is  a  possibility  of  the  carpenters 
going  on   strike. 

The  carpenters  tonight  decided  to  ask 
for  1,000  pamphlets  from  Western  Can- 
ada dealing  with  the  "one  big  union," 
and  now  comes  a  threat  from  President 
Hutchison,  of  the  Carpenters'  Union,  to 
expel  any  members  who  decide  on  the 
"one  big  union"  at  the  meeting.

PARIS  April  30.— In  spite  of  the  optimistic  views  of  the  French 
press  on  the  effect  of  Premier  Orlando's  speech  to  the  Italian  Parlia- 
ment there  were  no  indications  in  peace  conference  circles  today  of 
any  feeling  that  the  situation  had  altered  materially.  The  temperate 
tone  of  the  Italian  Premier's  address  was  commented  on  favorably, 
but  on  the  part  of  the  Council  of  Three  there  were  no  signs  of  yield- 
ing from  the  previous  positron,  as  was  suggested  in  dispatches  from 

If  the  Italians  expect  some  proposal  from  Paris  they  will  find  no 
response.  It  is  said  here  that  no  proposals  will  be  made,  and  that  the 
next  mov«  rests  with  Italy.  In  conference  circles  it  is  believed  that 
the  Italian  delegates  will  soon  return. 

Overtures  for  the  resumption  of  relations  have  not  come  thus 
far  from  either  direction,  but  there  are  intimations  from  Rome  that 
overtures  from  Paris  would  not  be  unacceptable,  and  would  receive 
every  attention.  The  prevailing  sentiment  among  the  delegates,  in- 
cluding several  of  the  American  delegation,  is  against  soliciting  a 
return  of  the  Italian  representatives,  and  it  was  at  first  believed  that 
President  Wilson  shared  this  view.  Those  nearest  the  President, 
however,  asserted  that  if  Italy  is  disposed  to  relinquish  Fiume  and 
accept  the  compromise  the  President  suggests,  he  would  doubtless, 
in  the  interest  of  harmony,  make  such  friendly  suggestions  as  would 
permit  the  resumption  of  relations  by  the  Italians  without  any  sacri- 
fice of  dignity  or  self-esteem.  These  personal  susceptibilities  are  felt 
to  be  more  of  an  obstacle  than  the  territorial  merits  of  the  case.

PARIS,  April  30. — The  agreement 
regarding  the  Shantung  Peninsula 
and  Kiao-Chau,  which  has  been 
reached  between  the  Council  of  Three 
and  the  Japanese  delegates  provides 
for  their  transfer  without  reserve  to 
Japan,  which  voluntarily  engages  to 
hand  the  Shantung  Peninsula  back  to 
Chins. 

Japan,  as  an  economic  concession- 
aire, gets  only  such  rights,  under  the 
agreement,  as  are  possessed  by  one 
or  two  other  of  the  great  powers. 
The  whole  future  relation  between 
Japan  and  China,  as  well  as  the  terri- 
torial Integrity  and  political  inde- 
pendence of  China,  is  to  come  at 
once  under  the  guarantee  of  the 
League  of  Nations. 

"The  Klao-Chau  settlement  Is  a 
clear  victory  for  Japan."  says  the 
Reuter  correspondent.  "The  Council 
of  Three,  after  hearing  both  Chinese 
and  Japanese  delegates,  arrived  at 
the  conclusion  that  Japanese  demands 
must  be  satisfied. 

"Japan  receives  free  disposition  of 
Kiao-Chau  In  accordance  with  her 
treaty  with  China  in   1915."

ROME.  April  30. — The  excitement 
throughout  Italy  has  abated  after 
the  vote  in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies 
yesterday  expressing  confidence  In 
Premier  Orlando  and  the,  Govern- 
ment. Everybody  is  awaiting  the  ef- 
fect the  vote  will  have  on"  the  at-

LONDON'.  April  SO. — In  defending 
the  Government's  policy  of  donations 
to  the  unemployed.  81r  Robert  Stev- 
enson Home,  the  Minister  of  Labor, 
in  the  House  of  Commons  today  said 
it  was  unnecessary  to  take  a  gloomy 
view   of  the   unemployment  situation. 

Since  the  armistice,  he  said,  4,000.- 
000  persons  had  been  demobilised 
from  the  "briny  and  naval  forces  and 
found  civilian  employment,  but  1,- 
000,000  remain  unemployed.  Eighty 
per  cent  of  the  demobilized  soldiers, 
55  per  cent  of  the  civilian  males  and 
46  per  cent  of  the  civilian  women  have 
been  absorbed  by  the  peace  Indus- 
tries. 

This  was  a  remarkable  achievement, 
he  said,  when  it  was  remembered  that 
the  central  empires  and  Russia,  which 
before  the  war  had  taken  one  fourth 
of  the  British  exports,  .were  still 
closed  to  trade,  and  that  China,  Japan 
and  New  Zealand,  which  used  to  take 
another  quarter,  were  virtually  cut  off 
owing  to  the  shipping  difficulties.

April  Stt.— The  dlecon- 
tlnuunoe  of  the/  conferring  of  knight- 
hoods en  Canadlana  residing  in  Can- 
ada was  decided  upon  by  the  special 
committee  of  the  Commons  dealing 
with  titles  at  Its  sitting  today,  the 
mitter  of  other  distinctions  will  he 
considered  at  another  meeting  to  be 
held  on  Wednesday  next  The  com- 
mittee also  concurred  In  the  rec- 
ommendation decided  upon  last  Wed- 
nesday favoring  the  abolition  of  her- 
editary titles. 

A  proposed  amendment  by  Dr. 
Cowan,  of  Regina,  favoring  the  es- 
tablishment of  an  academy  of  merit, 
was  held  over  for  discussion  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  committee. 
•  Mr.  AR.  McMaster  made  the  mo- 
tion in  favor  of  the  discontinuance 
of  titles. 

Mr.  W.F.  Cockshutt  in  an  amend* 
meat  moved  that  the  committee  should 
Snd  that  while  it  did  not  favor  the 
immediate  discontinuance  of  titles, 
more  discretion  should  be  exercised 
In  the  granting  of  aueh  honors  by 
His  Majesty  and  advisers  la  the  fu- 
ture. 

The  amendment  was  rejected  on 
vote  of  20  to  a  and  the  McMaster 
motion  declared  carried. 

These  who  favored  the  amendment 
were  Sir  Herbert  Ames.  Dr.  Michael 
Clark,  and  the  mover  of  the  amend- 
ment. 

The  action  of  the  committee  this 
morning  applied  only  to  knighthoods, 
both  military  aad  civilian.  It  means 
that  If  the  recommendation  is  acted 
Upon  there  will  be  no  additional 
knighthoods  granted  for  war  ser- 
vice. 

Sir  Herbert  Ames,  the  only  titled 
member  of  the  committee  said  he  did 
not  knew  whether  he  appeared  as  a 
criminal  la  the  dock,  a  witness  or  a 
.member  of  the  Jury.  As  a  criminal 
ho  would  plead  guilty  and  throw 
himself  on  the  clemency  of  the  court. 

As  a  witness  he  was  prepared  to 
say  that  hie  own  title  was  not  soli- 
cited. It  came  to  him  as  a  surprise 
and  he  was  willing  to  confess  that 
the  King's  recognition  had  given  him 
pleasure.  To  cut  off  the  giving  of 
titles  Immediately,  and  without  warn- 
ing at  the  present  time,  he  thought, 
would  be  unjust. 

Mr.  R.  F.  Green,  of  Kootenay,  said 
the  King  should  be  allowed  to  exercise 
his  prerogative  to  grant  titles  to  men 
who  had  rendered  good  service  in  the 
war,  such  a3  General  atewart.  While 
objecting  to  the  manner  In  which 
titles  have  been  granted  In  the  past, 
he  did  not  think  they  should  be  cut 
off  entirely.

1,  The  principal  colonial  products  af- 
fected in  the  introduction  of  colonial 
preference  in  the  budget  as  an- 
nounced today  by  Austen  Chamber- 
lain, Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer, 
will  be  tea,  cocoa  and  rum,  but  .there 
are  other  products  like  cotton,  sugar, 
tobacco  and  wine,  lit  which  there  will 
be  great  opportunity  for  the  de- 
velopment of  trade.  It  Js  considered 
that  never  was  there  a  time  when 
Imperial  development  was  so  im- 
portant. 

The  preference  on  alcohol  is  one- 
third,  while  the  preference  on  tea, 
nearly  92  per  cent  of  which  is  grown 
within  the  Empire,  will  be  equivalent 
to  reducing  the  tariff  and  involve  a 
loss  of  £8,200,000  in  revenue. 

It  la- expected  the  preference  will 
greatly  increase  the  consumption  of 
tea.  Fifty  per  cent  of  the  cocoa  is 
produced  within  the  Empire,,  and  at 
a  preference  of  seven  shillings  per 
hundredweight  the  loss  in  revenue 
will  be  £200,000. 

The  Increased  duties  on  beer  and 
spirits  will  be  domestic,  and  not  cus- 
toms duties. 

The  preference  on  manufactured 
tobaccos  will  be  one  shilling  and 
four  pence  per  pound,  which  la  con- 
sidered a  substantial  concession,  and 
should  Increase  production  In  India 
and  the  colonies.  The  estimated 
revenue  from  tobacco  is  £47,000,000. 
but  only  2  per  cent  of  It  comes  from 
Empire  sourcea  ,  The  estimated 
sugar  reVenue  Is  £29.000,000.  Seven 
per  cent  of  it  comes  from  the  Em- 
pire. The  preference  will  be  worth 
four  shillings  per  one  hundredweight, 
meaning  a  loss  of  £500,000  In  rev- 
enue. 

The  preference  on  wine  duties  Is 
lsvied  at  two  rates,  one  shilling  three 
pence  and  three  shillings,  according 
to  the  strength  of  the  wine.  Pref- 
erence is  given  by  a  reduction  of  6 
per  cent  on  the  lower  class  and  a 
shilling  on  the  higher  class.  This 
will  prove  of  Importance  to  South 
Africa  and  Australia.  The  Chancel- 
lor said  he  was  unwilling  to  raise  the 
duties  on  account  of  the  interest  of 
Great  Britain's  allies,  France  and 
Portugal. 

The  Chancellor  added  that  spirits 
presented  the  hardest  problem. 
Excess  profits  produced  a  large  rev- 
enue, and  preference  could  not  be 
in  the  form  of  reducing  this  revenue 
while  to  give  preference  by  reduction 
would  necessitate  a  corresponding  re- 
duction In 'excise  rates.  Therefore, 
preference  was  given  by  Increasing 
the  duty  on  foreign  spirits  two  shil- 
lings six  pence  per  gallon.

IS  DISPOSED  OF 


•Major  Taylor  Reports  That  His 
Department  Has  Practically 
Concluded .  Its  Operations-— 
Two  Million  Feet  Left, 


VANCOUVER.  April  80.— Before 
leaving  Vancouver  today  on  a  month's 
trip  east,  Major  Austin  C.  Taylor,  di- 
rector of  the  department  of  aero- 
nautical aupplleo  of  the  Imperial  Mu- 
nitions Board,  stated  the  cleaning  up 
process  had  proceeded  so  satisfactor- 
ily that  this  department  of  the  Im- 
perial Munitions  Board  was  giving 
up  most  of  tits  office  space  today,  and 
that  the  staff  has  been  greatly  re- 
duced, thus  bringing  about  a  virtual 
conclusion  of  the  operations  of  the 
department  of  aeronautical  supplies. 

When  the  armistice  was  signed  a 
large  quantity  of  spruce  logs  had  been 
accumulated  In  the  woods  and  in  the 
water  In  anticipation  of,  and  In 
preparation  for.  a  large  Winter' cut  of 
aeroplane  lumber.  These  logs,  ob- 
tained chiefly  from  '■  the  Queen  Char- 
lotte Islands,  nave  since  been  sold. 
These  sales  covered  74,000,000  feet 
of  logs  In  the  water  and  a  lesser 
amuant  In  the  woods.  However.  It 
will  take  several  months  to  raft  and 
deliver  them  to  Mainland  points. 

The  disposal  of  these  logs  has  been 
effected  in  such  a  manner  that  their 
distribution  of  sawmills,  pulp  mills, 
etc.,  will  cause  as  little  Interruption 
and  Interference  as  possible  with 
commercial  logging  In  British  Colum- 
bia. The  distribution  extended  from 
Vancouver  to  Prince  Rupert  and  -no 
one  point  or  district  received  an  over- 
allocation  which  would  cause  a  con- 
gestion of  that  market. 

All  logging  equipment,  tugs  and 
supplies,    with    the    exception    of      a 


small  amount  of  marine  equipment, 
have  been  sold. 

There  are  nearly  2,000,000  feet  of 
aeroplane  spruce  lumber  In  storage 
at  Prince  Rupert  and  Vancouver 
awaiting  the  availability  of  marine 
shipping  space  to  England.  This 
small  amount  represents  the  residue 
of  aeroplane  spruce  lumber  at  the 
end  of  operations. 

Settlements  have  been  effected  with 
all  contractor*,  and  in  thia  connec- 
tion it  was  stated  there  were  400  con- 
tracts placed  by  the  department  of 
aeronautical  supplies  of  the  Imperial 
Munitions  Board  in  British  Columbia.

LENLNE  AND  TROTZKY 

LOOK  FOR  REFUGE 

WASHINGTON,  April  30.— Official 
advices  reaching  Washington  through 
a  neutral  source  said  the  Bolshevik 
leaders  Lenlne  and  Trotsky  were 
seeking  refuge  outside  Russia,  fear- 
ing an  overthrow  of  the"  Soviet  gov- 
ernment. Officials  view  the  in- 
formation as  indicating  that  the  two 
Bolshevik  leaders  'realise  the  days  of 
Bolshevism  are  numbered.  It  is 
known  that  heretofore  they  have 
tried  to  make  similar  preparations, 
but  each  time  the  Bolshevik  govern- 
ment received  a  new  impetus. 

Sweden,  Denmark.  Norway,  Swit- 
zerland, Spain  and  Germany,  accord- 
ing to  advices,  have  refused  to  enter- 
tain the  suggestion  that  Lenine  and 
Trolzky  be  given  refuge  there.

WABHINQTON,  April  IS.*— Pout 
office  Inspectors  at  New  York  City  re- 
port today  the  discovery  there  of 
seventeen  Infernal  machines  put  Into 
the  mall  addressed  to  prominent  of- 
ficials, including  cabinet  officers. 

One  of  the  machines  Is  understood 
to  have  exploded  during  examinaUon, 
causing  great  damage.  All  were 
similar  to  the  bomb  sent  to  former 
Senator  Hardwicfc.  of  Georgia,  which 
when  opened  at  the  Hardwick  home 
blew  off  the  hands  of  a  negro  maid 
and  injured  Mrs.  Hardwick. 

Among  those  to  whom  the  deadly 
packages  were  addressed  were  Post- 
maslbr-Qeneral  Burleson,  Secretary 
of  Labor  Wilaon.  Attorney-General 
Palmer,  Commissioner-General  Cam** 
nettl  of  the  Immigration  Bureau, 
Mayor  Hylan  of  New  York,  Governor 
Sproule  of  Pennsylvania,  John  D. 
Rockefeller,  J.  P.  Morgan,  Solicitor- 
General  Lemar  of  the  Postofflce  De- 
partment, and  F.  C.  Howe,  immigra- 
tion commissioner  at  New  York. 

Discovery  followed  an  investiga- 
tion ordered  after  news  came  of  the 
Hardwick  bomb  explosion.  The 
packages  bdre  labels  of  Glmbel  Bros.' 
store,  and  were  sealed,  but  did  not 
have!  sufficient  postage.  This  caused 
postal  officials  to  notify  Glmbel  BroB., 
who  disclaimed  ownership  of  the 
packages  and  said  the  labels  were 
forged. 

Reventeen  packages  were  pulled 
out  of  the  mails,  but  postofflce  of* 
ficiala  fear  that  some  others  may 
have  had  sufficient  postage  and  have 
gone  through  the  mails. 
— Associate  Justice  Holmes,  of  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court,  was 
another  of  the  prominent  intended 
victims.  Most  of  the  other  packages 
were  addressed  to  officials  or  men 
prominent  in  private  life. 

The  bomb  for  Mr.  Rockefeller  was 
addressed  to  his  country  home  at 
Tarrytown,  N.Y.,  and  that  for  Mr. 
Morgan  to  231  Madison  Avenue,  New 
York.  Only  Insufficient  postage  pre- 
vented all  seventeen  going  out 
promptly  and  being  delivered  prob- 
ably ahead  of  the  one  which  reached 
the  Hardwick  home.

T.  Lary  Dyra,  Chester,  Pa.,  (artd  Rich- 
ard B.  Enrlght,  police  commissioner, 
Now  York  City.      _„ 

SEATTLE,  April  30. — Explosive 
dynamite,  capable  of  doing  great 
damage  and  causing  loss  of  life  if  ex- 
ploded was  found  in  the  bomb  re- 
ceived in  Mayor  Hanson's  mail  on 
Monday,  the  Seattle  station  of  the 
Bureau  of  Chemistry  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  an- 
nounced today,  after  making  a  Com- 
plete analysis  of  the  contents. 

GADSDEN,  Ala.,  April  30.— Repre- 
sentative John  L.  Burnett,  chairman 
of  the  immigration  committee  of  the 
last  House,  narrowly  escaped  serious 
injury  or  possibly  death  today,  by  an 
Infernal  machine  received  through 
the  malls.  The  lid  of  the  package 
stuck  when  Mr.  Burnett  attempted  to 
open  it,  arousing  his  suspicions,  and 
he  turned  the  machine  over  to  the 
police.  The  package  exploded  with 
a  loud  report  when  hit  by  a  revolver 
bullet  fired  by  the  police. 

BeUcve  It  Anarchist  Plot 
WASHINGTON,  April  30.— Dis- 
covery in  New  York 'today  of  seven- 
teen bombs,  each  put  together  by  ex- 
perts, resulted  tonight  in  a  general 
warning  to  government  employees  to 
be  on  the  watch  for  what  authorities 
here  believe  to  be  an  Anarchist  plot 
to  spread  terror  through  the  country. 
While  steps  were  taken  immediate- 
ly to  deal  with  the  situation,  Post- 
office  Department  officials  frankly  ad- 
mitted that  there  was  absolutely  no 
means  of  telling  exactly  how  many 
bombs  might  have  been  deposited  in 
the  mall.  Because  of  the  character 
of  the  men  to  whom  the  packages 
were  addressed,  the  one  thought  of 
the  authorities  centred  in  the  motive. 
In  a  general  way  the  attempt  on  the 
lives  of  cabinet  members,  a  Justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  a  governor,  a  mayor  and  oth- 
ers, was  linked  up  with  recent  agita- 
tion and  discussion  of  the  question  of 
after-the-war  immigration.  But  the 
authorities  could  not -altogether  agree 
on    this   as   the      reason      behind   the

Although  the  public 
was  cautioned  as  to  the  opening  of 
strange  packages,  the  department's 
detective  force  realised  that  if  all  the 
Infernal  machines  put  In  the  mails 
have  not  been  recovered  it  to  the  de- 
partment's Job  to  get  them  before  de- 
livery. 

Every  branch  of  the  bureau  of 
communications  was  set  to  work  to 
this  end.  starting  with  the  men  who 
take  mall  from  street  boxes  and  end- 
ing with  the  carriers  who  deliver  at 
offices  and  homes.  Not  content  with 
these  precautions,  steps  were  taken 
in  Washington  to  safeguard  Govern- 
ment officials  to  whom  other  danger- 
ous bombs  might  be  sent.  Personal 
orders  went  to  all  departments,  in- 
cluding the  courts,  so  that  by  no  pos- 
slble  chance  will  strange  bundles  pass 
the  net  spread  out  to  seise  them.

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Mr.  Bowser  Offers  Severe 
Criticism,  in  Speech  to  Meet- 
ing in  Vancpuver— Finds 
Financial  Situation  Serious,

VANCOUVER.  April  80.— Mr.  W.  J. 
Bowser,  K.  C.  Leader  of  the  Opposi- 
tion in  the  provincial  legislature,  ad- 
dressed a  large  meeting  in  the  Do- 
minion Hall  laat  night  and  for  over 
two  hours  dealt  with  the  admlnlstra- 
tlon  of  the  present  governmeni.  The 
cabinet  came  In  for  aome  severe  criti- 
cism from  the  oppoaltlon  leader,  who 
took  up  In  turn  many  of  the  acts 
passed  in  the  last  three  sessions  and 
dealt    exhaustively   with    each. 

It  was  in  the*  question  of  govern- 
ment finance  that  Mr.  Bowser  found 
hta  greateat  grievances  with  the  leg- 
islature, and  the  opposition  leader, 
while  disclaiming  any  intention  of 
creating  a  feeling  of  Insecurity,  told 
the  audience  that  he  wished  his  con- 
stituents In  Vancouver  to  seriously 
consider  the  financial  situation  of  the 
province.  Mr.  Bowser  stated  that  In 
two  yeare  under  Wberal  rule  the 
government  liability  had  extended  to 
something  In  the  neighborhood  of 
$1 6,000,000,  and  claimed  that  during 
that  time  the  policy  of  the  govern- 
ment had  not  tended  towards  re- 
trenchment or  economy. 

In  dealing  with  the  Public  Utili- 
ties Act,  Mr.1  Bowser  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  province  could  have 
done  without  the  services  of  a  public 
utilities  commissioner  for  some  time, 
stating  that  the  country  could  con- 
tinue to  suffer  under  the  abuses 
which  made  the  office  a  necessary 
one  until  such  time  as  things  had 
settled  down  to  a  normal  basis. 

After  condemning  the  present  sit- 
uation as  regards  conservation,  the 
opposition  leader  proceeded  to  ex- 
amine the  purchase  of  lands  In  the 
Okanagan  Valley  for  the  use  of  re- 
turned soldiers,  stating  that  these  res- 
ervations would  be  more  suitable  for 
purchase  by  wealthy  farmers  from 
Alberta  and  Saskatchewan  than  for 
returned  mtn.  but  without  In  any  way 
reflecting  upon  the  value  of  the  lands 
for  settlement  purposes. 

Turning  his  attention  to  what  he 
termed  a  "dry  subject."  Mr.  Bowser 
took  up  the  scandals  attendant  upon 
the  administration  of  the  Prohibition 
Act,  and  declared  that  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  act  was  a  "great  scan- 
dal perpetrated  upon  an  unsuspect- 
ing public,"  and  severely  commented 
upon  the  running  of  the  department, 
but  of  the  actual  charges  against  the 
ex-prohibition  commissioner,  the 
speaker  said  nothing. 

UNIOiN  GOVERiNMENT 
LOSES  ANOTHER  SEAT 

LONDON,  April  30. — The  coalition 
government  of  Premier  Lloyd  George 
has  Tout  another  seat  In  the  House  of 
Commons,  its  third  In  four  by-elec- 
tions since  parliament  was  elected  In 
December,  In  the  victory  of  the  Cen- 
tral District  of  Aberdeen  and  Kin- 
cardine, of  Major  M.  Wood,  a  Liberal. 
Major  Wood  defeated  the  Coalition 
Unionist  candidate  fend  the  Labor 
candidate.-  The  vote  was:  Major 
Wood,  4,»70;  Mr.  Davidson.  Coali- 
tionist, 4,704;  Mr.  Duncan,  Laboi\ 
3,842. 

Major  Wood  contested  Ayr  In  the 
December  elections,  and  was  defeat- 
ed by  more  than  5,000  votes  by  Sir 
George  Younger,  Coalition  Unionist. 
In  the  December  election  the  Central 
District  of  Aberdeen  and  Kincardine 
was  carried  by  Lleut.-Colonel  A.  T. 
Gordon  by  »88  votes,  out  of  a  total 
ot  more  than  12,000  over  J.  M.  Hen- 
derson,  Liberal.

DISABLED  SOLDIERS 

Seme  little  diffioulty  is  being  ex- 
perienced tn  finding  occupations  for 
partially  disabled  men.  There  is  a 
genuine  desire  on  the  part  of  the  em- 
ployers to  do  what  they  can,  but  it  is 
not  clear  that  the  needs  of  these  men 
are,  as  yet,  fully,  realised.  Many  of 
them  have  such  8ma.ll  pensions  that 
they  must  secure  work.  In  the  ma- 
jority of  cases  it  is  found  that  disable- 
ment often  prevents  a  man  from  fol- 
lowing  the  occupation  or  trade  in 
which  he  was  engaged  prior  to  his  en- 
listment. It  is  this  class  of  men  who 
have  to  turn  their  attention  to  other 
work,  and  whom  it  Is  difficult  to  place. 
Under  the  Department  of  Soldiers' 
Civil  Re-establtshment  .such  men  arc 
entitled  to  undergo  training  In  such 
trade  or  occupation  as  they  can  even- 
tually carry  out  despite  partial  dis- 
ablement, but  it  is  not  clear  that  all 
wish  to  take  up  such  courses.  The 
desire  of  returned,  men,  even  those 
who  have  been  casualties,  to  re-engage 
in  civilian  occupations  is  very  keen, 
and  we  would  ask  employers  of  every 
category  to  use  all  efforts  In  their 
power  to  co-operate  in  solving  the 
problem  affecting  those  who  are -dis- 
abled. They  arc  entitled  to  generous 
treatment.  -^ 

Practically  all  of  those  to  whom 
we  refer  are  keenly  conscious  of 
their  inability  to  compete  with  their 
fellow  workers  along  certain  lines  of 
endeavor;  but  ways  can  be  found 
whereby  they  can  render  excellent 
service.  It  Is  in  the  finding  of  these 
ways  that  both  governing  bodies  and 
employers  as  a1  whole  should  work 
In  co-operation  with  the  Department 
of  Civil  Re-cstablishnient  and  those 
other  agencies  which  are  doing  their 
beat  to  help  the  disabled  men.  Those 
who  belong  to  the  category  with 
which  we  are  dealing  have  suffered  for 
their  country,  and  many  will  carry 
the  results  of  their  suffering  through 
life.  It  Is  a  matter  of  simple  Justice 
that  exceptional  efforts  should  be  made 
to  'solve  their  problem  and  to  enable 
them  to  enjoy  the  *ru'ts  of  civilian 
li'c  equally  with  their  more  foitunato 
rom  rucks  in  the  neltt.

STRATEGICAL  REASONS 


Italy's  claims  In  the  Adriatic  aro 
better  understood  when  attention  is 
given  to  the  physical  andstrategtcal 
geography  of  that  sea.  This  aspect 
of  the  present  problem,  which  Is  be- 
ing discussed  all  over  the  world,  was 
admirably  put  forward  in  February 
last  in  the  course  of  a  lecture  by 
Commander  Roneagll,  of  the  Royal 
Italian  Navy,  before  the  Royal  Geo- 
graphical Society  in  London.  We 
have,  only  space  to  quote  a  few  of 
the. points  made  in  an  exceptionally 
able  argument.  He  dealt  at  length 
with,  ;the  wonderful  military  work 
that.^natur*  has  done  on  behalf  of 
the  eastern  coast  of  the  Adriatic,  and 
In  commenting  on  this  said: 

Aa  a  matter  of  fact,  it  Is  in  the 
power  of  the  state  which  rules  over 
Dalmstia  to  render  Its  sea  labyrinths 
absolutely  inaccessible  to  the  enemy' J 
ships;  add  to  turn  them  Into  so  many 
Inviolable  centres  for  lying  In  wait,  to 
spy  oh  and  ensnare  those  on  the  op- 
posite coast.  On  the  contrary,  on  the 
Italian  coast  no  art,  science,  or  tech- 
nical skill  can  succeed  in  raising  any- 
thing whatsoever  that  could  afford 
defensive  importance  to  the  mono- 
tonous uniformity  of  the  flat  shores, 
utterly  wanting  everywhere  In  any 
natural  defence.  Therefore  we  ought 
to  conclude  that  by  the  mere  tact  of 
possessing  the  eastern  coast  any 
Power  that  was  hostile  to  Italy  would 
hold  In  Its  hands  the  most  formidable 
means  of  dominating  her. 

And  again  he  said,  in  speaking  of 
the  Istr  la-  Dalmatian  archipelago, 
that  nearly  as  far  as  Ragusa  there  Is 
no  land  emerging  from  the  sea  that 
cannot  serve  as  a  screen  for  any  ship 
whatsoever,  thanks  to  Ha  elevation. 
After  giving  an  example  of  what  he 
meant  by  this  by  quoting  the  ease  of 
the  Island  of  Lutein,  he  said: 

This  example  Is  one  Of  thousands 
that  oould  be  mentioned  In  describ- 
ing the  marvelous  military  works 
done  by  nature  along  the  eastern  side 
of  the  Adriatic  There  la  hardly  any 
point  out  at  sea,  approximately  be- 
tween Punta  Planca  and  Cape  Pro- 
mentore,  from  where  the  eye  of^an 
observer,  placed  no  higher  then  the 
top  of  an  ordinary  mast  of  a  big  ship, 
can  penetrate  beyond  the  outside 
barrier  of  islands.  Only  aerial  ex- 
ploration* when  practicable,  can 
penetrate  Inside  these  natural- bar- 
riers. 

His  object  Is  to  shdw  that  i  Italy 
cannot  provide  for  her  security  unless 
she  possesses  proper  positions  on  the 
eastern  shore  of  the  Adriatic.  She 
has  wan  by  fore*  of  erne*  and  much 
suffering  the  right  to  demand  secur- 
ity for  the  future.  Her  present  geo- 
graphical position  render*  her  pecu- 
liarly liable  to  wttack  and  she  la  de- 


The  .Government  decision,  though 
belated,  to  make  provision  for  tho 
training  of  Canada's  boy  soldiers  is 
a  step  towards  solving  one  of  tho 
many  questions  of  repatriation.  Hun- 
dreds of  boys  enlisted  in  the  army  at 
a  time  when  they  were  between  the 
ages  of  15  and  18.  They  have  come 
back,  at  varying  ages  front  19  to  22, 
and  many  of  them  are  without  a 
trade  or  profession,  while  some.  In 
order  to  Join  the  army,  Interrupted 
their  school  days.  It  was  quite  ob- 
vious from  the  first  that  tho  Govern- 
ment which  accepted  these  youths  Tor 
service  when  they  were  below  mili- 
tary age  now  owch  them  reparation. 
It  has  finally  made  itself  responsible 
for  equipping  them  for  taking  their 
places  In  the  civilian  life  of  the  com- 
munity, and  this  is  a  decision  that 
will  commend  itself  to  everyone. 

The  proposal  Is  that  such  youths 
will  be  able  to  take  further  High 
School  training  if  they  so  desire; 
others  can  enter  business  N  colleges, 
while  industrial  education  will  be 
provided  for  all  who  may  elect  to 
take  such  courses.  Presumably  the 
Department  of  Soldiers*  Civil  Re- 
establishment  will  be  responsible  for 
these  youths.  It  was  members  of  the 
Victoria  branch  of  that  organisation 
who  were  among  the  first.  If  not  the 
first,  to  advocate  tho  necessity  of  giv- 
ing civilian  training  to  Canada's  Boy 
Soldiers.  That  their  efforts  will  be 
'crowned  with  success  Is  a  matter  upon 
which  they  ean  pride  themselves,  al- 
though It  has  taken  many  months 
before  it  was  possible  to  persuade 
the  Government  of.  tho  advisability 
of  the  course.  In  .the  meantime  many 
of  the  boys  have  drifted  into  unskill- 
ed occupations,  or  into  office  work 
where  little  training  is  required.  If 
these  youths  now  elect  to  take  a 
course  under  the  Department,  no  ob- 
stacles should  be  placed  In  their  way. 
They  showed,  by  the  enthusiasm  and 
ardor  with  which,  at  a  tender  age, 
they  Joined  Canada's  army,  that  they 
have  a  keen  conception  of  duty, 
which  means  they  are  of  the  stuff 
that  makes  the  best  type  of  oltlsen- 
ship.  The  state  has  a  duty  in  giving 
them  every  opportunity  as  a  reward 
for  their  early  patriotism,  and  we  are 
glad  to  see  that  measures  are  to  be 
adopted  towards  this  end. 


Burial 

Sir, — Since  the  days  of  Abraham  It 
has  been  the  time  honored  custom  of 
civilised  people  to  buy  a  piece  of  land 
for  a  family  burial  place.  The  so- 
called  outcry  of  "limited  space"  at 
Ross  Bay  can  surely  be  met  by  avail- 
able ground  elsewhere.  If,  like  Abra- 
ham, the  people  are  willing  to  pay  the 
price.  Let  those  who  want  tp  be  cre- 
mated, be  cremated!  Let  them  leave 
Instructions  to  that  effect  in  their 
wills,  and  the  C.P.R.  boat  will  convey 
their  coffin  to  Vancouver  or  Seattle, 
but  I  for  one  prefer  the  good  old- 
fashioned  way  that  our  fathers  and 
mothers  were  laid  to  rest^Jn — the 
cemetery  or  the  old  church  yard. 
That  Is  why  I  go  on  record  as  against 
this  heathenish  innovation.  East  In- 
dians and  leading  men  of  position  and 
scientific  thought,  etc.,  may  have  been 
reduced  to  ashes  that  way,  but  I 
shudder  at  the  horror  of  It  and  prefer 
to  think  of'  my  beloved  dead:  •

These  sentiments  are  natural  and 
proper  to  those  who  love  to  think  of 
their  beloved  dead,  whose  bodies  "He 
a  mouldering  in  the '  ground"  or 
"neath  the  green  sward."  We  have 
no  need  to  depart  from  this  way  that 
our  forefathers  trod,  no  .matter  what 
the  crematlonlst  may  wrlto  or  say 
about  slow  decomposition,  worms,  etc. 
That  does  not  matter  much,  my 
friend,  in  the  end.  It  "la  more  im- 
portant to  think  of  tho  poet's  words: 

"Life  (a  real,  life  Is  earnest. 

And  the  grave  is  not  its  goal. 
Dust  thou  art,  to  dust  returnoth 

Was  not  spoken  of  the  aoul."       * 

The  sanitary  idea  should  not  be 
pressed  upon  people  as  "the  sensible 
way"  or  the  "purifying  flro—of — tho 
crematory"  to  beget  "a  better  senti- 
mentally" within  their  minds,  Mr. 
Editor.  I  repudiate  the  idea  that  my 
body  came  from  the  atmosphere.  My 
body  came  from  my  mother's  womb, 
a  natural  birth.  Just  the  same  way  as 
all  our .  ancestors  came  by  natural 
descent  from  our  "first  parents"  In 
the  Garden  of  Eden.  That  fantas- 
tical Idea  of  teaching  children  that 
they  are  "really  formed  of  concen- 
trated sunshine"  is  ridiculous^  My 
dear  sir,  although  I  eat  green  vege- 
table food  to  sustain  my  body  thereby 
with  cereals,  milk;  eggs,  etc.,  I  am  not 
so  green  as.  to  absorb  into  my  mind 
this  humorous  deduction  that  we,  too, 
are  of  the  same  formation  as  the  cab- 
bage and  cauliflower.

To  Deport  Interned  Germans 

MELBOURNE,  April  30.  —  The 
Commonwealth  of  Australia  plans  to 
deport  Interned  Germans,  beginning 
late  in  May,  it  was  announoed  today. 
The  Interned,  who  are  for  the  most 
part  Germans  previously  resident  in 
Australia,  the  crews  of  captured 
ships  and  prisoners  transferred  to  the 
Commonwealth  from  the  east,  will 
have  the  right  of  appearing  before 
special  magistrates  and  showing  why 
they  do  not  wish  to  be  returned  to 
Germany. 


Representations  are  to  be  made  to 
Ottawa  by  the  Board  of  Trade  with  a 
view  to  getting  the  Dominion  Cabinet 
to  take  up  with  the  Australian  Gov- 
ernment the  proposal  of  a  preferen- 
tial trade  agreement  between  the  two 
Dominions. 

Mr.  •  Edwin  Tomlin.  who  was  ap- 
pointed chairman  of  the  Board's 
Trade,  Commerce  and  Transportation 
Committee;  spoke  on  the  subject  yes- 
terday at  the  initial  meeting  of  the 
1919  council,  and  was  instructed  to 
go  further  into  the  matter  with  his 
committee  and  take  action.  ,  Mr. 
Tomlin  told  The  Colonial  last  night 
that  he  proposed  to  draft  telegrams 
for  submission  to  the  , Dominion  Gov- 
ernment urging  that  the  Ottawa  au- 
thorities move  towards  securing  a 
preferential  tariff. 

Addressing  the  council,  Mr.  Tom- 
lin stated  that  from  /What  ho  could 
gather  the  Australian  Government 
waa  in  a  receptive  attitude  for  such 
a  proposition,  and  would  probably 
view  the  proposal  favorably.  He 
claimed  that  this  was  the  most  op- 
portune time  in  years  for  proceeding 
in  the  matter,  which  had  been  allow- 
ed to  hang  lire  for  some  time,  and  he 
asserted  that  if  preferential,  trade  be- 
tween Canada  and  Australia  actually 
became  a  fact  it  would  present  a 
splendid  opportunity  for  the  Domin- 
ion to  liquidate  its  indebtedness  and 
lay  the  foundation  for  a  growing 
market  in  many  of  the  commodities 
Canada,  and  particularly  British 
Columbia,  had  to  sell. 

Break  TJ.S.  Monopoly 
Mr.  Tomlin  «drew  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  lumber  interests  of 
Washington  and  Oregon  had  virtually 
corralled  80  to  90  per  cent,  of  the  off- 
shore trade  in  forest  products,  and 
that  these  two  states  provided  such 
strong  competition  in  the  Australian 
field  that  It  was  almost  Impossible 
for  British  Columbia  lumber  export- 
ers to  secure  a  strong  hold  of  ^he 
trade.  The  situation  would  be  re- 
versed, he  said,  if  preferential  trade 
rates  were  put  Into  effect  One  ef- 
fect would  be  to  offset  the  adverse 
arbitrary  rate  on  Transpacific  ship-' 
ments  to  Australia,  which  was  at  pre- 
sent based  on  San  Francisco.  In  ad- 
dition to  lumber,  British  Columbia 
canned  fish  and  fruit  were  other  com- 
modities that  would  be  assured  a 
large  market  with  the  introduction  of 
inter-dominlon    preference. 

A  wide  variety  of  subjects  was  dealt 
with  by  the  Board  of  Trade  Council 
yesterday. 

The  tsouncil  offered  to  assist  in 
every  way  possible  in  making  the 
convention  of  "Greeters."  a  hotel- 
men's  '  organisation,  a  successful  one. 
The  Greeters  are  coming  to  Victoria 
in  June,  and  the  council  considered 
that  the  Victoria  and  Island  Develop- 
ment Association  and  the*  City  Coun- 
cil would%be  the  proper  parties  to 
take  the  initiative  in  entertaining  the 
delegates. 

Boulevard  Scheme 
Mr.  H.  J.  Pendray  was  appointed 
chairman  of  a  special  committee  to 
get  the  owners  of  property  on  roads 
leading  to  the  Outer  Wharf  to  agree 
to  a  local  improvement  plan  for  the 
boulevardlng  of  these  thoroughfares. 
The  board  was  advised  by  the  City 
Council  that  a  petition  of  the  pro- 
perty owners  would  be  necessary  be- 
fore the  work  could  be  commenced, 
as  It  was  purely  a  local  improvement 
proposition. 

Two  members  of  the  board  will  be 
appointed  by  Mr.  J.  O.  Cameron,  pre- 
sident, to  assist  In  raising  funds  for 
the  Salvation  Army  during  its  big 
drive  here  next  month.

Word  baa  reached  the  Provincial 
Returned  Soldiers'  Commission  that 
by  order-ln-councll  passed  by  the  Fed- 
eral Government  the  Department  of 
Soldiers'  Civil  He-establishment  is  au- 
thorised to  provide  adequate  facilities 
for  the  education  of  those  young  men 
and  boys  Whose  studies  were  Inter- 
fered with  by  reason  of  their  enlist- 
ing for  overseas  service  during  the 
war.  Some  credit  for  this  result  is  due 
to  Mr.  Oeorge  Q.  Deane,  vocational  of- 
ficer for  the  Department  of  Soldiers' 
Civil  Re-ektabllshment,  who  has  been 
actively  engaged  for  a  long  time  past 
infringing  the  matter  to  the  attention 
of  the  Government. 

The  new1  arrangement  will  apply  to 
all  who  enlisted  between  the  eges  of 
fifteen  and  eighteen  and  who,  etther 
as  students  or  industrial  apprentices, 
left  their  studies  to  go  bverteas.  The 
Department  of  8oldlers'  Civil  Re-es- 
tablishment will  have  discretionary 
powers  to  grant  such  youths  a  further 
period  of  training  in  high  school, 
business  college  or  industrial  estab- 
lishment, and  fl«  aueh  pay  and  allow- 
ances as  mmay  be  necessary. 

There  are  a  large  number  of  such 
youths  In  British  Columbia,  a  list  of 
whom  has  been  compiled,  and  It  is 
stated  that  over  100  are  eligible  for 
the  plan  and  have  made  application 
therefor.  — : — 

In  this  connection  Major  L>.  L.  An- 
tilles, director  of  the  information  ser- 
vice branch  of  the  Department  of  Sol- 
diers' Civil  Re-establtshment,  and  the 
assistant  director,  Mr.  T.  A.  Steven- 
son, recently  reached  the  Coast  from 
Ottawa  and  spent  some  time  m  Vic- 
toria. Until  the  action  taken  by  the 
Federal  Government,  there  waa  no 
provision  made  for  the  boys,  the  scope 
of  the  vocational  training  In  force  be- 
ing confined  to  men  disabled  or  ether- 
wise  unable  to  resume  their  ■civilian 
occupations  or  to  men  wishing  to  take 
up  farming  under  the  land  settlement 
scheme  and  lacking  the  experience  ne- 
cessary to  pass  the  qualifications  com- 
mittee. While  on  this  Coast  Major 
Anthlea  has  been  conferring  with  the 
local  branches  of  the  Canadian  Manu- 
facturers' Association,  and  other  busi- 
ness organisations  as  well  aa  individ- 
uals whose  co-operation  la  required  if 
the  absorption  of  the  returning  men  Is 
to  be  adequately  carried  on. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Soldiers*  Civil  Re-establish- 
ment to  augment  Its  work  by  a  profes- 
sional and  business  men's  section  to.' 
take  in  hand  the  placing  of  returned 
men  who  were  engaged  In  profes- 
sional or  business  careers  which  have 
been  interrupted  or  sacrificed  by  en- 
listment.   It  la  the  opinion  of  the  com- 


mission that  some  of  the  brightest  of 
the  young  man  of  the  country  were 
those  who  were  Just  starting  out  upon 
their  professional  or  business  careers 
when  the  war  broke  out.  and  who 
have  new  .had  the  advantage  of  the 
wonderful'experlences  of  war  time 
added  to  their  sum  of  knowledge. 

The  new  section  wilt  be  devoted  en- 
tirely to  the  searohlng  out  of  openings 
and  opportunities  for  the  employment 
of  those  young  man  in  the  Industrial 
and  professional  life  of  the  country. 
Similar  sections  have  been  Inaugurated 
at  Montreal,  Toronto  and  Winnipeg. 

The  establishment  of  a  vocational 
training'  course  for  widows  and  or- 
phans or  Canadian  soldiers  killed 
overseas  Is  a  matter  which  the  Pro- 
vincial Returned  Soldiers'  Commlsstoh 
has  been  taking  up  with  Ottawa.

This  la  the  wire  received  from  Mr. 
J.  C.  Pendray.  President  of  the  De- 
velopment Association,  by  Commis- 
sioner McAdam  yesterday.  Mr.  Pen- 
dray Is  out  of  town  on  business,  but 
before  he  left  ha  stated  that  he  would 
give  I960  toward  the  $7,000  Develop- 
ment Fund,  now  being  canvassed  for 
In  this  city. 

Although  no  report*,  have  been 
made  yet  from  the  eighteen  team  cap- 
tains now  engaged  In  canvassing  the 
city.

I  The  case,  the  outcome  of  the  recent 
pottos  raid  upon  three  promisee  in 
Pan  Tan  Allay,  waa  thrown  out  and 
the  charges  laid  against  the  two  other 
places,  and  which  were  due  to  be 
heard  today  and  tomorrow,  were 
withdrawn. 

Public  Prosecutor  Harrison  ad- 
mitted that  the  police  did  not  have 
a  very  strong  case  against  the  ac- 
cused and  Mr.  Thornton  Pell.  K.C., 
appearing  for  the  prisoners,  was 
ready  to  admit  that.  In  his  opinion. 
that  was  the  case.  He  had  some 
caustic  comment  for  the  members  of 
the  City  Council,  whom,  he  suggested, 
would  be  doing  the  city  more  good 
If  they  would  attend  to  their  own 
duties  and  cease  bothering  about  the 
Chinese.  Those  "praying  aldermen," 
as  he  dubbed'  them,  might  better  de- 
vote their  attention  to  the  pressing 
problems  of  the  city,  he  suggested.

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OASTORIA* 

In  Use  For  Over  30  Years 


Thatrfunds  will  shortly  be  available 
for  the  prosecution  of  work  under 
the  Better  Housing  plan  inaugurated 
by  the  Dominion  Government,  which 
has  set  aside  $25,000,000  for  the  pur- 
pose, to  be  allotted  to  the  various 
provinces  on  the  basis  of  population, 
British  Columbia's  allotment  to  ag- 
gregate about  tl. 250,000.  Is  the  In- 
formation contained  In  a  communi- 
cation from  Hon.  J.  D.  MacLean. 
Minister  of  Education,  received  at 
the  Parliament  Buildings  yesterday. 

The  Minister,  who  haa  been  at  Ot- 
tawa for  some  time  taking  up  a  num- 
ber of  matters  with  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, Is  now  en  route  back  to  Vic- 
toria, and  will  reach  here  early  next 
week.  He  atated  that  the  Order-ln- 
Councll  releasing  the  money  has  been 
passed  by  the  Federal  Government. 
The  regulations  under  which  the 
money  will  he  advanced  alter  In  some 
minor  respects,  he  states,  the  legis- 
lation which  was  passed  at  the  recent 
session  of  the  Provincial  Legislature 
to  permit  the  province  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  grant. 

In  this  connection  the  Provincial 
Government  has  received  Information 
from  varloua  municipalities  that  they 
are  willing  to  accept  funda  for  better 
housing  purposes.  It  Is  proposed 
that  the  Dominion  ahatl  advance  the 
money  to  the  province,  by  which 
loans  will  he  made  to  those  munici- 
palities desiring  to  take  advantage  of 
the  plan.  Some  munlclpalltiea  are 
disposed  to  refuse  to  accept  the  re- 
sponsibility, feeling  that  the  province 
should  do  so.  Victoria  has  not  shown 
any  great  enthusiasm  for  the  plan, 
though  Vancouver  haa  approved  of  It, 
and  recently  the  council  of  that  city, 
by  a  close  vote,  which  required  the 
casting  vote  of  the  Mayor  to  decide 
it,  went  on  record  as  favoring  the 
arranging  ot  a  loan  from  the  money 
to  be  advanced  by  the  Dominion  to 
the  province  of  some  ItOO.OOO  for  the 
erection  of  10S  homes  for  widows  of 
.  ^soldiers  and  for  returned  disabled 
veterans. 

It  Is  certain  that  many  municipali- 
ties, by  virtue  of  their  location  and 
population,  will  not  require  addition- 
al housing  facilities.  On  the  other 
hand,  some  may  require  a  greater 
sum  than  they  would  receive  Were 
the  money  secured  by  the  province 
distributed  to  the  varloua  municipali- 
ties on  a  population  basis.  That  Is  a 
matter  to  be  worked  out  by  the  Pro- 
vincial Government. 

Already  the  province  hae  caned  for 
tenders  for  the  erection  of  three  sol- 
diers' hemes  open  lota  set  aside  by 
the  Government  ae  homsottoa  ia  the 
South  Vancouver  municipality.  It  Is

WASHINGTON.  April  SO.— A  very 
severe  and  prolonged  earthquake,  es- 
timated to  have  centered  between 
4,000  and  4,100  miles  from  Wash- 
ington, was  recorded  early  today  at 
the  Georgetown  University  solsmolo- 
glcal  observatory. 

SEATTLE.  April  30.— The  Univer- 
sity of  Washington  seismograph  re- 
corded an  earthquake  early  today, 
centred  about  2,200  miles  from  here. 
Vibrations  were  so  heavy  that  the 
north  and  south  needle  of  the  seis- 
mograph swung  five  Inches  and 
dropped  off  the  recording  arm.  First 
vibrations  were  recorded  at  12:35 
a.  m.  The  -needle  left  the  drum  at 
1:03  a.  m. 

At  first  It  was  thought  the  earth- 
quake was  in  Mexico  or  Alaska,  but 
when  told  of  the  report  from  Lick 
Observatory  that  It  was  believed  the 
quake  was  400  miles'  from  San  Jose, 
California,  the  University  authorities 
reached  the  conclusion  that  It  prob- 
ably was  caused  by  volcanic  disturb-

'PLANT   PATHOLOGISTS 

Gathering     In      Portland      Discusses 
Dangers  to  Forests. 


Plant  pathologists  from  Western 
States  and  Canada.  In  session  in  Port- 
land, recently  discussed  metnods  to 
compat  the  spread  of  pine  blister  rust, 
a  fungus  disease  that  threatens  de- 
struction of  white  and  sugar  pine  for- 
ests.  The  disease  hae  gathered  a 
foothold  in  the  East  Fifty  delegates 
were  present. 

According  to  testimony  given  at  the 
conference,  tho  greatest  danger  to 
pine  forests  lurks  in  gooseberry  and 
currant  bushes.  Inspectors  have 
found  diseased  nursery  stock  In  var- 
loua Instances,  hence  the  watchful  ef- 
fort to  discover  and  destroy  diseased 
stock  before  the  spread  to  the  forests. 
The  fungus,  upon  Infecting  the  bushes 
or  timber  of  a  section,  Is  hard  to 
stamp  out.  the. men  engaged  in  this 
branch  of  forest  protection  were  con- 
vinced. 

Frederick  Masker,  chief  quarantine 
inspector,  told  of  the  methods  used  byi 
which  a  close  check  waa  kept  upon 
the  receipts  of  shipments  that  might 
hold  threats  of  bringing  the  Infection 
to  the  f areata

The  fight  waa  thoroughly  worthy  of 
all  the  excitement  It  created,  and  how 
great  that  excitement  waa  could  be 
aeen  even  outside  the  club.  Here  in 
the  eold  alueh  of  Cbvent  Garden  atood 
people  In  cloae  ranks,  watching  the 
happy  few  go  into  the  club  like  small

and  music  playing,  and  the  country' 
people  were  pouring  in  over  hedge  and 
ditch  in  all  directions  to  see  their  hero 
beat  or  be  beaten." 

Cteerea  the  Princes 
At  half-past  eight,  when  Morgan  and 
Ralph  were  having  a. spirited  bout,  the 
crowd  gave  a  welcoming  cheer  to  Lora 
Lonsdale,  his «  button-hole,  and  his 
cigar.  Morgan  won,  anil  the  Welshmen 
hailed  It  aa  a  happy  omen.  Half  an 
hour  later  "the  whole  house  rose  to  Ha 
feet  and  cheered  lustily  for  a  minute 
or.  two  as  that  Prince  of  Wales  and 
Prince  Albert  came  In,  both  In  uniform, 
and  -took  'their  seats  close  to  the  ring.

'  A  welPhearged  comic  interlude — Joe 
Bowker  v.  Plckard— gave  a  little  relaxa- 
tion »*W  made  the  crowd  laugh  heartily. 
Then.  Lord  Lonadale  read  aloud  letters 
of  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  crub 
from-  Admy-al  81ms.  and  General  Biddle 
for  the  American  Navy  and  Army. 

At  left  the  great  men  came  In.  First 
Jimmy  Wilde — boyish  andt  almost  insig- 
nificant until  he  begins  to  box — In  a 
long  grey  djreBslng  gown;  second,  Lyneh 
in  hta  American  uniform  greatcoat  and 
cap.  Kach  whs  attended  by  a  famous 
fighter,  Wilde  by  Jimmy  Driacoll. 
Lynch  by  Eddie  McGoorty.  Bandages 
and  gloves  seamed  to  occupy  an  eter- 
nity, But  the  preparations  ended  at  laat 
and  the  two  atood  face  to  face,  Lyneh 
very  pink  and  white.  Wilde  brown  and 
■allow  by  comparison,  the  American 
very  palpablyv  the  taller  and  bigger,  al- 
though losing  a  little  height  by  hia 
crouch.  y 

For  a  moment  or.  two  there  was 
nothing  but  the  quick  patter  of  feet. 
Then  came  the  first  thud  of  blows;  is- 
sue waa  Joined  at  last.  Wilde  went 
In  with  a 'will  from  the  beginning  and 
was  fiercely  aggressive.  -He  soon  had 
Lynch  near  the  ropes  and  kept  him 
there,  "but  the  American,  although  he 
looked  rather  anxious,  seemed  fairly 
to  be  holding  his  own  in  the  in-fight- 
ing. "Break  away  now,"  came  once 
or  twice  from  the  referee  as  the  men 
showed  a  tendency-  to  clinch,  and  the 
roupd  ended  with  Wilde's  supporters 
on  good  terms  with  themselves.  The 
history  of  the  next  round  or  two  was 
much  the  same.  Wilde,  decidedly  on 
the  offensive,  fighting,  if  one  may  say 
so.  like  a  circumspect  tiger,,  quick  and 
cat-like  on  his  feet  and  with  a  beau- 
tifully-timed sting  in  his  hitting.  "I 
never  saw  Jimmy  go  in  like  this  be- 
fore," said  a  Welsh  voice  from  some- 
where behind,  and  the  applause 
would  break  through  In  the  middle  of 
the  round  despite  Itself. 

Lynch,    however,    looked    less,    and 

not  more,  anxious. /find  in  the  fourth 

and  fifth  rounds  he  certainly  held  his

seemed  doubtful  at  times  If  he  were 
giving  as  much  as  he  received.  Still. 
he  boxed  beautifully,  and  If  now  and 
again'  he  seemed  a  little  tired  hia 
face  never  lost  the  dour,  determined 
look  that  we  love  to  see  in  our  cham- 
pion, whatever  the  game. 

Issue  Was  Doubtful 

Eight,  nine,  ten — The  rounds  pass- 
ed, and  how  doubtful  was  the  Issue 
could  be  Judged,  from  the  murmur  of 
arguing  this  way  and  that  that  bussed 
continually  through  the  crowd.  Lynch, 
being  the  bigger  and  stronger  man, 
perhaps,  his  blows  deceived  us  by 
seeming  the  harder,  but  there  was  a 
look  of  restrained  Jubilation  on  Ed- 
die McGoorty**  face,  and  the  Welsh- 
man seemed  none  too  happy.  Just 
as  they  were  saying,  however,  that 
Wilde  was  dead  tired,  he  appeared  to 
take  a  new  lease  of  life.  He  put  in 
some  beautiful  hits  with  his  left  and 
was  almost  as  aggressive  as'  evfjr. 
Then  Lynch  came  again,  and  in  the 
thirteenth  round  put  In  some  fine  re- 
sounding punches  that  brought 
smothered  "Oh's"  In  the  middle  of 
the  round  and  great  cheering  at  the 
end  of  It.  But  this  was  nothing  to 
the  cheers  after  the  fourteenth,  for 
In  this  round  Wilde  fairly  flung  him- 
self at  his  enemy,  with  a  new  fresh- 
ness and  dash.  If  ever  he  looked 
tired  he  was  not  tired  now.  Lynch 
rqet  his  onslaught  most  gamely  and 
the  last  round  was  as  fierce  as  ever, 
both  men  as  light  and  vigorous  and 
elastic  as  when  they  began. 

There  was  a  whirlwind  of  cheering 
when  it  was  over — then  a  moment's 
dead  silence.  Mr.  Corri  climbed  to 
the  stage  and  pointed  to  Wilde's 
corner,  and,  whether  it  agreed  or  not, 
the  whole  house  let  Itself  go  and 
cheered  aslf  to  bflnr  the  roof  down. 
Before  the  two  men  had  left  the 
ring  the  Prince  of  Wales  stepped 
through  the  ropes  to  shake  hands 
with  Wilde,  and  there  was  much  more 
cheering  before  he  could  make  his 
short  and  most  apposite  speech.  He 
could  not  help  feeling  pleased,  he 
said,  that  Wilde  had  won,  and  con- 
gratulated him  upon  his  magnificent 
exhibition.  At  the  same  time  he  con- 
gratulated Lynch,  Whom  they  all  wel- 
comed there,  on  his  spirited  fight  It 
was,  he  added,  by  meetings  such  as 
these  that  the  Anglo-American 
friendship,  which  they  had  welcomed 
throughout  the  war,  became  cement- 
ed for  all  time.

"Monte  Carlo."  says  a  tactful  local 
writer.  "Is  full  up.  But  It  Is  not  quite 
what  it  was  before  the  war..  It  seems 
to  lack  a  certain  Je  ne  sets  quo*.  Ma 
reputation  for  excluslvenese  seems  to 

be  on  the  wane.**

Tes,  poor  Monte  Carlo!  Deed,  or  In 
rags.  9t  worse.  Its  dsrltig  Russians. 
used  to  cutting  (he  candle  In  four  and 
burning  all  enda  at  once:  barred.  It* 
swarm  of  male  and  female  Huns; 
dead  or  broken,  thousands  of  Its  de- 


votees; frlglltened  .to ..face  the  passport 
people,  its  cultured  "crooks"  and 
brilliant  a dventu reuses;  detained  on 
the  Rhine,  many  aforetime  English 
visitor*;  not  yet  mobile.  Its  Polish 
counts  and  Houth  American  financiers. 
Poor  Monte  Carlo!  .  .  the  same 
golden  days,  the  seme  asure  sea,  the 
same  giving  Of  everything  by  Nature. 
— but  alas!  nothing  else  the  same. 

On  the  terrace  of  the  Casino, 
where  once  scrolled  ell  the  world  and 
his  wife,  are  now  mostly  American 
"doughboys"  steadily  chewing  gUm. 
Plus  a  sprinkling  of  English  visitors 
suffering  from  'mortal  ailments  (vide 
passport),  and  a  leaVenlng  of  French 
from  not  far  afield.  -'.  .  The  wrong 
people,  come  here  fdr-Uje  sun  and 
not  to  live  at  100  miles  an  hour. 

Wandering  uphill  through  the 
town,  one  passes  block'  upon  block  of 
shuttered  shops  and  cafes  and  reetaur- 
■  ante  and  hotels) — all  owned  by  Huns. 
A  stagnant  atmosphere  Is  abroad.  In 
the  public  gardens  rows  of  sumptuous 
motor-cars  seem  to  be  permanently 
awaiting  hire. 

Alone  in  the  Cafe  de  Paris,  towsrds 
tea-time,  dose  a  suggestion  of  the  old 
Monte  Carlo  return.  Then  you  will 
see  Allied  officers  Jasalng  with  pretty 
women  of  various  nationalities. 

But  It  Is  naturany  in  the  roulette 
rooms  that  the  change  Is  most  marked. 
Hera  fully  three-quarters  of  the  visi- 
tors, seems  to  be  drawn  from  the  pro- 
fessional  gambling  class — people   liv- 
ing all  the  year  round  Just  outside  of 
Monte  Carlo,  since  no  actual  resident 
of  the  Principality  may  gamble.  From 
11  a.m.  till  2  am.  they  sit  around  the

Therefore,  bo  It  resolved,  that  tho 
provincial  Chapter,  I.O.D.E..  now  m 
aesslon,  declare  that  they  will  not 
now,  knowingly,  nor  untn  such  time 
as  shall  bo  determined,  buy  any 
article  made  In  Germany,  and  as  far 
no  possible  will  use  goods  manufac- 
tured within  tho  British  Empire;  and 
that  we  shall  endeavor  to  educate 
public  opinion  as  to  the  necessity  of 
taking  tho  modt  vigilant  measure*  to 
prevent  enemy  alien  from  occupying 
our  lands  and  controlling  our  politi- 
cal and  commercial  life."

He  takes  charge  of  the  entertainment  of 
men,  organizes  concerts,  lectures,  sing- 
gongs,  religious  services,  sports  and  games 
on  ship-board.  He  helps  and  advises,  ex- 
plains the  government  plans  for  re-establish- 
ing soldiers  into  civil  life,  stimulates  so- 
ciability and  wholesome  good  cheer. 

At  Ports  and  on  Trains 

When  the  transport  reaches  Halifax,  St. 
John  or  Quebec,  The  Red  Triangle  wel- 
comes the  soldier  back  to  Canada.  Free 
canteen  service  awaits  him  on  the  dock, 
with  hot  coffee,  or  tea,  cold  drinks,  eatables 
and  cigarettes.  Reliable  information  is 
furnished.  Facilities  for  telegraphing  home 
are  at  hand.  If  the  men  have  to  wait  for 
trains,  the  Y.M.C.A.  is  there  to  organize 
entertainment.

Some  Secrets  of  German  Ad- 
miralty Staff  Revealed  by 
Widow  of  Ex-Chief— Kaiser 
in  a  Rage. 


Justbeforol  left  Berlin,  writes  Mr. 
F.  Sefton  Delmer.  of  the  London  Dally 
Mall.  It  was  revealed  .  to  ma  that 
shortly  altar  wur  broke  oot  the  Ger- 
man naval  authorities  suddenly  dis- 
covered that  oertaln  portion*  of  tha 
High  Seas  Fleet'  were  Incapable  of 
fulfilling  the  taafc  expected  of  them. 
With  tha  greatest  secrecy  and  with 
fear  In  their  heart*  lest  the  secret 
should  any  day  leak  out.  they  carried 
out  tha  neoaasary  reconstruction- 

The  facts  Were  stated  to  ma  in  con- 
versation with  Frau  von  Pohl,  tha 
widow  of  the  Chief  of  the  Admiralty 
Staff,  who  carried  out  tha  reconstruc- 
tion, antl  who,  according  to  Frau ' von 
Pohl,  killed  himself  with  overwork  In 
doing  so.  At  the  time  von  Pohl's 
death  waa  ahrouded  in  mystery,  and 
there  were  even  suggestions  of  sul- 
fas. 

"I  have  recently,  with  the  pro- 
foundest  interest,  been  reading  Ad- 
miral Jelllcoe'a  admissions  about  the 
conditions  prevailing  In  the  British 
Float  before  tha  battle  of  Jutland." 
said  Frau  von  Pohl,  a  smart,  blight- 
eyed,  intelligent  little  woman  of  fome 
41  years  and  an  Intimate  -  friend  of 
the  ex-German  Cr  *wn  Princess.      • 

"The  strange  pasnllel  between  Ger- 
many and  Britain  struck  me  aa  al- 
most comical,  and  as  there  Is  no 
harm  In  talking  about  these  things 
now  that  the  British  have  begun  to 
discuss  their  own  fallings  so  openly. 
I  should  like  to  tell  you  tha  story. 
Vital  Faults  In  Fleet 

"In  tha  first  month  of  the  war  we 
suddenly  found  out  two  vital  faults 
In  our  Fleet.  Our  destroyers  and 
cruisers  were  aa  good  as  useless.  Our 
destroyers  could  not  possibly  run  to 
England  and  back  at  full  speed.  The 
fuel  system  with  which  .  they  were 
provided'  was  obsolete  and  defective. 
It  was  found  that  they  exhausted  the 
coal,  the  only  fuel  which  they  could 
burn,  on  the  outward  Journey  alone. 
They  therefore  had  to  be  refitted  to 
burn  oil  fuel,  a  laborious  undertak- 
ing. It  was  furthermore  discovered 
that  the  guns  of  our  cruisers  were  of 
no  avail  Against  British  ships  of  the 
aame  class,  being  of  too  short  a 
range.  When  these  discoveries  were 
made,  the  Emperor  summoned  my 
husband  and  commissioned  him  with 
the  Important  task  of  reconstruction. 

"Admiral  von  Tirpits,  to  whose  un- 
believable short-sightedness  these  de- 
ficiencies were  due,  at  once  fell  .into 
disgrace,  but  he  was  continued  In  of- 
fice for  some  considerable  time  lest 
the  enemy  should  suspect  from  his 
fall  that  something  serious  was  the 
matter  and  attack  before  the  neces- 
sary reconstruction  was  carried  out. 

"The  German  Navy  in  those  days,: 
as  my  husband  often  explained  ,to  me, 
lived  In,' a  constant  fever  of  trepida- 
tion. 'Why  do  the  English  not  at- 
tack?' 'Will  the  English  attack  to- 
morrow?* were  the  questions  We  ask- 
ed ourselves  hourly..  We  felt  like 
crabs  In  the  process  of  changing 
their  shells.  The  greatest  secrecy 
was  observed  in  all  our  dockyards, 
and  apparently  our  secret  never  oosed 

out." 

I  said  to  Frau  von  Pohl  that  It 
seemed  to  me  incredible  that  Tirpits

Mr.  Murrin  said  there  was  diffi- 
culty in  public  utilities  which  were 
operating  under  franchises  in  meet- 
ing wage  demands  which  often  were 
thoroughly  Justified,  suggesting  the 
advisability  of  some  system  of  "elas- 
tic rates."  to  meet  labor  conditions. 

"You  can't  expect  men  to  work  -for 
less  than  a  living  wage  in  order  that 
the  public  may  have  transportation 
at  less  than  proper  rates."  said  the 
chairman. 

Some  machinery  for  stabilising  and 
supervising  the  cost  of  living,  and 
some  readily-accessible  machinery 
for  settlement  of  labor  disputes  that 
got  beyond  direct  negotiations  be- 
tween employer  and  employed  were 
further  suggestions  of  Mr.  Murrin. 
Varied  Evidence 

The  views  of  employers,  as  repre- 
sented by  shipbuilders,  a  glove  manu- 
facturer and  a  garment  manufactur- 
er, and  the  views  of  two  labor  men, 
one  of  them  president  of  his  local 
union  and  the  other  speaking  for 
himself,  were  heard  this  afternoon 
at  length  by  the  Mathers  Commis- 
sion, which  will  conclude  its  work  in 
British  Columbia  tomorrow  and  then 
proceed  to  Calgary.  There  was  gen- 
eral ggreement  that  the  idea  embod- 
ied in  the  proposed  scheme  of  indus- 
trial councils  was  good,  and  that  any 
plan  vfor  co-ordinating  the  interests 
of  employer  and  employed  was  bound 
to  have  good  effects. 

The  labor  men  heard  paid  atten- 
tion to;  the .  Insecurity  of  labor  as  a 
cause  of  unrest. 

.  "The.  working  map  is  not  worrying 
over  today,  but  oVer  tomorrow,"  de- 
clared John  Brodie,  head  of  the 
Clerks'  and  Freight  Handlers'  Union, 
who  vigorously  opposed  any  sugges- 
tion of  Bolshevism  In  labor  ranks  In 
this  province.  "The  average  work- 
ing man  only  cries  for  Justice.  He 
wants  to  know  why,  when  the  coun- 
try could  give  its  best  men  and  vast 
amounts  of  mortey  for  destruction,  it 
cannot  afford  the  money  for  recon- 
struction on  a  scale  which  would  pre- 
vent unemployment.  If  the  average 
working  man  gets  a  square  deal  he  s 
a  law-abiding, cltteen.  We  want  » 
fair  ^ow  and  a  fair  deal.  Five  years 
aao  I  lived  in  ,  Vancouver  for  five 
cent,  a  dsy.  I  wouldn't  do  itnw- 
I'd  put  my  foot  through  a  window 
and  take  what  I  needed  for  my  ne- 
ceMltles.      There's   a    different   spirit 

n°Mr      Brodie       attributed      unrest, 
among  other  things,  to  the  storing  up 
ln  warehouses  of  food  n^»ltie^to 
"the   intellectual   liars  of   the   press. 
and  to  the  censorship  of  speech  and 

PUJ  W.  Wilkinson,  a  shipwright,  criti- 
cised the  Federal  Government  of  to- 
day, which,  he  said,  utterly  lacked  the 
respect  of  worklngmen.  There  was 
an  impression,  in  his  opinion,  that  the 
government  was  "prepared  to  play 
politics  to  the.  limit,  even  though  a 
spirit  of  unrest  is  sitting  on  the  na- 
tional doorstep  and  likely  to  lead  to 
consequences  none  of  us  want  to  see. 
Workmen  demanded  security  of  op- 
portunity to  earn  the  necessities  of 
life,  he  said,  and  while  unemployment 
insurance  would  tide  over  temporary 
unemployed  intervals  It  would  not  be 
good  for  the  worker,  and  he  ravored 
the  inauguration  of  federal  public 
works  of  permanent  benefit. 

Shipbuilding  Handicapped 

u.r.  J.  J.  Conghian,  head .  of  the 
Coughlan  steel  shipyards  here,  told 
the  commissioners  that  British  Co- 
lumbia was  Under  a  heavy  handicap 
so  far  as  shipbuilding  waa  concerned. 
"Freight  rates  are  against  us,"  he 
said,  "and  labor  standards  are  much 
higher  than  in  other  parts  of  the 
country.  Therefore  under  open  com- 
petition it  Is  very  difficult,  tt  not  Im- 
possible, for  the  Industry  to  survive. ' 

He  ettrlbuted  some  of  the  unrest  In 
trade  union  groups  to  tha  fact  that  the 
officers,  in  many  cases,  were  of  Social- 
istic tendencies,  "in  some  cases  violent 
Socialists."  and  they  laid  down  a 
policy,  he  went  on,  "which  would 
mean  no  co-operation  of  any  kind  be- 
tween employers  and  .employed.  They 
say  profits,  rents'  and  interest  should 
be  eliminated  and  all  Instruments  of 

?  reduction  controlled  by  the  workers, 
•think  they  desire  to  overthrow  both 
economic  and  social  systems."  A  great 
difficulty  was  the  lack  of  responsible 
leaders  of  labor,  and  the  presence  "of 
a  man  like  GOmpers  or  Peter  Wright" 
for  sixty  days  would  do  much  for 
conditions,  he  thought.  However,  he 
expressed  the  belief  that  the  "red 
element"  waa  not  nearly  so  highly 
thought  of  by  organised  labor  as.  St 
was  some  time  ago,  end  he  said  he 
would  not  be  surprised  If  ln  another 
year  organised  labor  ln  British  Co- 
lumbia "Is  in  the  hands  of  the  right 
kind  of  men."  He  thought  the  "reds" 
were  losing  prestige  because  they  had 
gone  too  far  In  their  demands. 
Favors  Industrial  Board 

Mr.  Coughlan  approved  tha  appoint- 
ment of  a  Fadesal  permanent  indus- 
trial board,  to  make  a-contlnual  study 
of  economic  and  Industrial  conditions 
and  work  through  provincal  and  sub- 
sidiary boards  in  the  settlement  of  lo- 
cal disputes.    The  Coughlan  works  had

meat,  which  was  working  to  increase 
efficiency  and  decrease  production 
cost  so  that  recent  wage  increases 
could  be  met  This  was  new  yet.  hut 
he  thought  it  would  work  out -very 
satisfactorily,  and  It  provided  machin- 
ery for  the  adjustment  of  little  differ- 
ences. 

There  were  about  10,000  men  unem- 
ployed in  Vancouver  at* this  time,  in 
Ur.  Coughlan's  view,  of  whom  half 
/era  returned  soldiers,  and  of  the  bal- 
nea 2,500  members  of  labor  groups, 
^abor  men,  he  said,  attributed  this 
unemployment  largely  to  readjust- 
ment consequent  on  the  war,  and  they 
failed  to  sea  why  one  element  of  the 
population  should  suffer  unduly  In  the 
process.  They  wanted  honest  work  St 
(air  wages,  and  he  suggested  Federal 
public  works. 

Mr.  D.  8.  Cook,  manager  of  the 
Lyall  wooden  shipyards  at  North  Van- 
couver, thought  unrest  waa  general 
and  not  confined  to  Industrial  circles. 
The  idea  of  industrial  councils  was 
sound,  he  thought,  and  he  disap- 
proved of  minimum  wage  laws. 

"My  greatest  difficulty,"  he  said, 
"is  that  whsn  there  is  a  difference 
between  a  committee  or  delegate  and 
myself  there  is  no  higher  authority 
to  whom  we  can  refer  it."

NEW  YORK,  April  30.— Elimina- 
tion of  the  extra  dividend  on  United 
States  Steel  common,  announced  after 
the  close  of  yesterday's  aeaalon,  was 
the  unsettling  development  of  today's 
stock  market,  and  served  in  no  small 
degree  to  curb  the  almost  continuous 
advance  of  the  last  ten  weeks. 

United  States  Steel  was  the  centre 
of  attraction  from  the  outset,  exten- 
sive offerings  forcing  the  price  down 
4  points,  from  which  It  rallied  a 
point,  but  closed  at  97  hi.  a.  mere  frac- 
tion over  its  minimum  and  a  net  loss 
of  3%.  Other  standard  or  represen- 
tative shares  lost  1  to  3  points  while 
the  selling  was  at  Its  height,  and 
speculative  Issues  reacted  2  to  almost 
6  points,  many  stop-loss'  orders  being 
dislodged  during  the  general  decline 
of  the  mid-season. 

In  the  last  hour,  rubber,  equipment 
and  tobacco  shares  developed  buoyant 
tendencies  and  served  to  partially 
restore  losses  elsewhere.

The  word  "holiday"  shall  have  the 
meaning  from  time  lo  Ume  ascribed  to  It 
by  the  "Interpretation  Act,"  or  any  Act 
which  may   be  substituted   therefor. 

1.  Subject  to  the  provisoes  In  this  By-law 
hereinafter  contained,  and  to  the  provision* 
of  the  said  "Shop*  Regulation  Act."  and  of 
the  "Weekly  H*lf  Holiday  Act."  every  shop 
within  the  City  of  Victoria  shall,  from  and 
after  the  coming  Into  effect  of  this  By-law, 
bo  closed,  and  remain  continuously  closed, 
as    hereinafter   specified,    namely:

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CHINESE  MERCHANTS 

MAKE  AN  APPEAL 

VANCOUVER.  April  80. — Chinese 
merchants  of  Vancouver  would  re- 
gard any  city  council  legislation  to 
exclude  white  women  from  their  em- 
ploy with  disapproval./  They  are  now 
engaged,  in  co-operation  with  their 
countrymen  throughout  British  Co- 
lumbia. In  making  representations  to 
the  Provincial  Oovernment  to  kill  the 
Act  passed  at  the  last  Legislative  ses- 
sion forbidding  them  to  employ  white 
women.  Vancouver  was  not  included 
in  the  Provincial  Act  because  this 
city  operates  under  separate  charter, 
but  Alderman  Joseph  Hoskln  initiat- 
ed a  city  council  move  to  have  a  simi- 
lar measure  against  the  Chinese 
adopted  to  cover  Vancouver. 

The  city  council  has  received  a  let- 
ter from  the  Chinese  consul  express- 
ing the  hope  that  that  body  would 
"see  with  keen  perception  the  folly 
of  such  unjust  legislation,"  and  de- 
cide to  withdraw  from  any  proposal 
in  that  regard.  The  letter  Mated  that 
the  provinces  of  Ontario  and  Mani- 
toba, where  similar  legislation  ex- 
cluding- women  from  Chinese  employ 
was  passed,  had.  upon  representation 
by  the  Chinese  Consul-Qeneral,  with- 
drawn their  acts.  The  consul  also 
stated  that  efforts  along  similar  lines 
were  being  made  in  British  Colum- 
bia. 


Breach  of  Promise 

An  epidemic  of  breach  of  promise 
cases  has  broken  out  in  the  taw 
courts  recently.  In  a  case  reported 
today  the  jury  awarded  one  farthing 
damages:  £200  was  recently  awarded 
to  a  French  girl.  In  other  cases 
there  have  been  a  variety  of  verdicts 
and  damages  assessed  according  to 
the  judgment  or  caprice  of  the  jury. 
We  do  not  wish  to  comment  on  any 
of  these  cases  Individually.  It  Is  the 
law  as  it  stands  which.  In  the  opinion 
of  most  lawyers,  needs  amendment. 
The  theory  Is  that  the  plaintiff  de- 
mands damages  for  an  actual  loss 
occasioned  by  a  breach  of  contract  on 
the  part  of  the  defendant.  But  In 
practice  the  matter  is  not  so  simple. 
An  "engagement"  to  marry  is  a  more 
delicate  and  less  simple  affair  than  a 
commercial  contract:  It  requires  great 
discrimination  to  disentangle  Its 
pecuniary  •'d*  from  Its  emotional  and 
moral  side.  But  this  -task  of  discrim- 
inating Is  put  upon  twelve  Jurors  not 
specially  versed  either  In  psychology 
or  law.  In  practice  It  la  found  that 
the  pecuniary  merit*  of  the  case  ara 
settled  upon  sentimental  or  moral 
grounds — that  Is  to  say.  the  pecuniary 
side  of  the  contract,  which  la  all  that 
the  Jury  Is.  asket  to  consider,  hi 
prejudiced  by  its  complex  emotional 
laauea.  The  law,  aa  It  stand*,  affords 
a  direct  Incentive  to  what  la  virtually 
blackmail.  This  la  the  experience  of 
lawyer*.  ■  many  of  whom  have  again 
and.  again  urgad  that  there  should  be 
no  plea  unleas  the  breach  of  promise 
I*  coupled  with  a  charge  of  seduction.

Some  time  ago,  aays  The  Stockholm 
correspondent  of  The  London  Times, 
Lenine  asked  the  Norwegian  Socialist 
Party,  with  which  he  had  been  co- 
quetting, to  send  two  members  of  tho 
party  to  Russia  to  study  the  real  con- 
ditions under  Bolshevism.  The  So- 
cialists of  Norway  deputed  two  Social- 
ist lawyers,  MM.  Puntervold  and 
Stang,  to  carry  yout  this  investigation. 
They  have  Just  returned  after  accom- 
plishing their  mission. 

Passing  through  Stockholm  on  their 
way  back  to  Chriatlania.  they  com- 
municated some  of  their  impressions 
to  tho  Swedish  Socialist  organ  Social- 
Demokraten.  They  had  been  given 
every  freedom  to  pursue  their  studies, 
had  interviewed  most  of  the  leading 
Bolshevists,  beginning  with  Lenine 
himself,  whom  they  called  a  Peter  tho 
Great  of  Bolshevist  Russia,  and  Trot- 
sky, who  is  making  of  Russia  a  So- 
cialist military  power.  The  latter, 
boasted  of  having  created  a  large  and 
well-trained  army  that  could  give  a 
good  account  of  itself  against  any  in- 
vading force. 

The  Red  Terror,  nevertheless,  con- 
tinued unabated,  as  the  soldiers  be- 
longing to  the  Red  Army  lived  mostly 
on  exactions  and  plunder  and  the 
levying  of  blackmail.  A  summary 
•  court  waa  unceasingly  at  work  empty- 
ing the  prisons  of  hostages.  Peters, 
the  president  of  one  of  these  Revolu- 
tionary tribunals,  declared  that  thesa 
tribunal**  altogether  had  not  executed 
more  than  8,000  "counter-revolution- 
aries." This  statement  the  Norwegian 
investigator  found  later  to  be  a  great 
under-estlmatlon  of  the  facts,  as  there 
are  over  600  of  these  tribunals  at 
work,  which  must  be  credited  some> 
with  hundreds,  some  with  thousands 
of  these  summary  executions. 

Aa  regards  the  working  class,  they 
could  not  be  worse  off  than  they  are 
In  Petrograd  and  Moscow,  where  they 
have  no  work  and  are  starving.  Star- 
vation, moreover,  was  no  vain  word,., 
for  it  is  Impossible  to  Imagine  any- 
thing more  pitiable  than  the  condi- 
tions prevailing  In  this  respect  In  both 
capitals. 

The  complaints  against  the  Soviet 
Government  were  bitter,  despite  the 
severity  of  the  police  measures  and 
the  spying  system  in  force.  Waitings 
and  grumblings  were  heard  every- 
where from  almost  everybody.  Th* 
starvation  waa  mostly  due  to  faulty 
administration  and  th*  deplorahlo 
state  of  the  railway  communication*, 
As  an  Instance  of  this,  M.  Puntervold 
states  that  of  7,000  locomotives  on 
the  railway  lines  he  was  told  that  over 
4,500  were  out  of.  use  through  disre- 
pair. When  he  asked  a  leading  rail- 
way official  why  they  were  not) at- 
tended to  the  latter  replied  that  the 
men  were  too  weakened  by  hunger  to 
be  able  to  carry  out  such  fatiguing 
work,  and  that  It  take*  Jive  men  to 
lift  the  weight  that  one  could  easily 
raise  before.  "You  cannot,"  he  said,' 
"get  them  to  work,  even  at  light  Jobs 
more  than  a  couple  of  hours  a  day." 
It  Is  a  vicious  circle;  men  are  starving 
because  the  locomotives  are  out  of  re- 
pair, and  the  locomotives  continue  out 
of  repair  becauso  tho  Workmen  *ro 
starving. 

This  vicious  circle  is  now  met  with 
constantly  In  everything  Russian  ex- 
cept the  vivid  imagination  of  the  Bol- 
shevist leaders,  who  continue  to  boast 
that  Bolshevism  Is  conquering  the 
world  an  dthat  all  the  peoples  before 
long  will  be  converted  to  Its  tenets, 
and  will  Impose  them  by  force  upon 
their  reactionary  government*,

Six  of  Offshore  Lumber  Car- 
riers Lost— Most  of  Pacific- 
Built  Auxiliaries  Transferred 
to  Atlantic  Causing  Shortage 


Six  Gray's  Harbor  off  shore  lumber 
carriers  have  been  loet  during  the 
tost  year.  This  fact,  together  with 
that  of  the  transfer  to  the  East  Coast 
of  most  of  the  auxiliary  schooners 
built  upon  the  Pacific,  haa  decreased 
to  large  extent  the  number  of  ves- 
sels available  for  foreign  lumber  car- 
goes. The  vessels  lost  the  last  11 
months  follow:  *

VANCOUVER.  AprU  »0.— Com- 
mander T.  Oloff  Dewet,  R.  N.,  D.  N. 
T.  O.,  is  leaving  on  Thursday  for  Vic- 
toria, accompanied  by  Mr.  A.  C.  La- 
cey.  Chief  Engineer,  and  Lieut.  Mc- 
Klnley.  R.  N.,  V.  R.,  M,  C.  They 
are  going  to  bring  back  the  gasoline 
launch  Rover,  recently  purchased  by 
the  Admiralty  for  harbor  work  In 
Vancouver.  The  launch  is  40  feet 
long  and  splendidly  powered  and 
fitted. 


When  the  Alaska  Steamship  Com- 
pany's liner  Alameda  steamed  from 
Seattle  yesterday  morning,  bound  for 
Northern  ports,  she  had  aboard 
110  men  who  will  set  a  new 
long-distance  record  for  cannery 
crews.  Te  go  to  work  they  wilt  Jour- 
ney more  than  3,000  miles  by  sea, 
rail  and  river. 

The  men  will  operate  the  Carlisle 
Packing  Company's  cannery  at  An- 
dreaofsky  on  the  lower  Yukon.  They 
will  leave  the  Alameda  at  Skagway 
and  thence  journey  over  the  White 
Pass  &  Yukon  Railroad  to  White- 
horse.  There  they  will  board  a  river 
steamboat  for  Dawson.  At  Dawson 
they  will  change  to  a  lower-  Yukon 
steamship  and  continue  the  trip 
down  the  great  Northern  River*  More 
than  a  month  will  be  required  for 
the  long  journey  from  Seattle  to  An- 
dreaofsky.  On  the  Yukon  the  party 
will  travel  with  the  outgoing  ice. 

By  leaving  at  this  time  and  follow- 
ing the  long,  round-about  route  men- 
tioned the  party  will  gain  weeks  In 
getting  the  Andreaofaky  cannery  Into 
operation.  Heretofore  they  have  gone 
North  to  St.  Michael  in  Bering  Sea 
liners,  but  the  exit  of  the  Bering  Sea 
Ice  to  always  uncertain; 


"If  thsy  dont  come  through  pretty 
quick  they  won't  get  us  at  that  price." 
said  an  engineer  from  one  of  the  lo- 
cal whalers  when  discussing  the  dead- 
lock which  has  existed  for  the  past 
two  weeks  between  the  Consolidated 
Whaling  Corporation  and  its  engin- 
eers The  men  state -that  the  National 
Association ,  of  Marine  Engineers, 
which  has  been  backing  ths  men.

MANAGER  THOMPSON 
GOING  TO  SEATTLE 

Will  Take  Charge  of  the  Bur- 
eau of  Expediting  and  In- 
specting There  for  the  Foun- 
dation Company, 


VVlth  the  arrival  of  the  steamship 
Ptneng  Maru  at  the  naval  station  at 
Bremerton  Monday,  came  the  nrst  of 
the  Nippon  Yusen  Kalsha  fleet 
Of  steamships  chartered  te  the  United 
States  shipping  board  on  her  return 
to  the  Orient. 

The  Penang  Maru  was  turned  over 
to  the  shipping  board  early  last  year 
by  the  Japanese  government,  which 
had  commandeered  the  ship  from  the 
Nippon  Yusen  Kaisha.  She  will  shift 
from  Bremerton  to  Seattle  and  will 
load  from  here  for  the  Orient. 

The  Nippon  Yusen  Kaisha,  in  es- 
tablishing a  service  out  'of  New  York 
city  for  the  Orient,  has  decided  to 
have  the  vessels  of  this  fleet  call  at 
San  Pranslsco  for  coal  en  route  to 
the  Orient  Instead  of  at  Honolulu  as 
originally    planned. 

Three  other  vessels  which  have 
been  in  the  service  of  the  shipping 
board,  and  which  are  being  returned 
to  Japan,  are  the  Awe  Maru,  Tosa 
Maru  and  Ceylon  Maru,  now  en  route 
from  New  York  to  Nanalmo  and  Co- 
mox,  B.  C,  where  they  will  be  coaled 
and  then  proceed  to  Japan  to  be  re- 
turned to  the  N.  Y.  K.,  there. 

The  steamship  Tettori  Maru.  load- 
ed with  caigo  and  New  York  for 
Honolulu  by  the  United  States  ship- 
ping  board,  to  due  at  the  latter  port 
in  a  few  days,  and  from  there  will 
come  to  this  port  to  load  for  the  Or- 
ient, podwell  A  Company,  agents 
for  the  Barber  Line  of  steamships, 
arc  also  routing  their  New  York 
Japanese  line  via  San  Pranelsco  for 
coal. 


The  war  has.  *e  a  large  extent,  re- 
vived the  oft-repeated  question.  "Has 
the  sailing  vessel  outlived  her  useful- 
ness?" Naturally  opinions  on'  this 
matter  are  varied,  but  we  are  inclined 
to  think  that  whilst  In  some  trades 
she  may  be  considered  a  dead  letter. 
there  are  directions  In  which  she  may 
be  able  to  hold  her  own  for  some 
time  to  come,  particularly  since  ex- 
periments have  shown  that  the 
lengths -of  passages  can  be  consider- 
ably .  reduced  by  the  fitting  of  oil 
engines  In  the  sailer,  the  amount  of 
space  taken  up  for  this  purpose  being 
compensated  for  by  the  economy  in 
the  saving  of  time.  The  quick  de- 
livery Of  ca  goes  is  naturally  a  big; 
factor  In  connection  with  overseas 
transport,  but  as  an  off-set  to  this,  we 
have  the  considerably  less  cost  In  the 
running  of  a  sailing  vessel  to  that  of 
a  steamer. 

During   the   war  considerable  •bus- 
iness   has    been    carried    on    between 
the   United   States   and   Australia   by 
the  employment  of  sailing  ships  and 
we  understand  that  the  cargoes  have 
been  generally  delivered  In  good  con- 
dition, but,  of  course,  the  time  occu- 
pied  on  the  voyage   has  been'  much 
longer   than   it  would   have   been   by 
steamer.     In  the  old  days,  when  trade 
from    England     to   the   Colonies   was 
done  by  sailing  ships,  and  we  had  such 
vessels  as  the  Patriarch,  Cutty  Sark, 
Thermopylae,  and,  other  clipper  Bhips, 
which  generally  did  the  run  under  90 
days,  the  question  may  be  asked  why 
It  cannot  be  done  now.     The  reason 
for  that  is  obvious,  for  whereas  the 
old-timer    was   built    more    for   speed 
than    for   carrying    capacity,    the    op- 
posite is  the  case  with  the  present-day 
sailer.     Another  point  which  also  has 
a   marked      Influence     is   that   in    the 
present  day  too  much  economy  is  dis- 
played   in   regard      to    the      manning 
question,   and   the  general  equipment 
of  the  sailers,  for  aa  the  steamer  de- 
pends on  the  quality  of  the  coal  and 
the  men  who  Are  it,  so  does  the  sailing 
vessel  depend  on  her  crew  for  hand- 
ling her  sails,  which     are     her  pro- 
pelling   power.      Without   a   sufficient 
number  of  a   crew   and   good   equip- 
ment of  canvas  and  gear  it  is  practic- 
ally impossible  to  get  the  best  results 
out  of  any  sailing  vessel. 

A  proof  of  the  practical  side  of  a 
sailing  vessels  earning  powers  was 
demonstrated  up  to  the  time  of  war 
1  breaking  out  by  the  German  P.  Line, 
and  the  well-known  French  line  of 
sailing  vessels  which  Were  constantly 
engaged  In  the  nitrate  trade  from 
Chile.  These  vessels  were  well  named, 
splendidly  equipped,  and  In  conse- 
quence -made  remarkably  rapid  pass- 
ages. Prior  to  the  war  the  majority 
of  -the  fine  fleet  of  British  sailers 
were  sold  at  scrapping  prices,  the 
reason  being  that  they  were  too  un- 
profitable to  run.  These  vessels  were 
bought  by -foreigners,  and  run  at  a 
profit.  To  expect  to  obtain  a  profit- 
able result  from  a  sailing  ship  by 
sending  her  to  sea  not  fully  manned, 
with  old  sails  and  gear,  and  on  a 
return  voyage  with  a  foul  bottom  is 
a  very  doubtful  proposition.  These 
things  are  pointed  out  aa  possible 
reasons  why  a  voyage  today  takes 
from  three  to  four  months,  when  the 
same  was  done  much  quicker  in  the 
past. 

The  sailer  before  the  war  had  been 
almost  completely  ousted  from  nearly 
all  trades,  but  there'  are  still  fields 
where  the  sailer  will  still  more  than 
hold  her  own,  notably  the  coal,  wheat 
and  timber  trades.  These  are  ser- 
vices where*  quick  delivery  of  cargo 
to  not  so  much  required.  Of  course 
what  to  going  to  happen  when  a  new 
fleet  of  steamers  is  put  in  commission 
one  cannot  say,  but  In  our  opinion  the 
sailing  vessel,  as  far  as  certain  trades 
are  concerned,  is  at  present  not  alto- 
gether a  back  number,  particularly  if 
fitted  with  auxiliary  propelling  power. 
— Liverpool   "Journal  of  Commerce."
